Visitors are not shown thrcugh the buildings on Sundays. 


All the children are expected to write letters to the nearest rela- 
tives on the first Friday of each month. For this purpose stationery 
and postage are furnished by the Home. Other correspondence, 
approved by the Superintendent, will be at the expense of those who 
desire the letters. In cases where the children cannot write them- 
selves, the teachers write for them.

ANSWERS TO SOME QUESTIONS WHICH ARE FREQUENTLY 
: ASKED. 
These are answers based upon actions taken by the Board in recent. 
years. 
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1. ‘‘ What are the conditions of entrance into the Orphans’ Home?’? 
Answer. .The child must be poor, of sound mind and decent habits 
and in need of a home. If it has a suitable home, or can properly be 
provided for by friends or relatives, then the rule is that it will not’ 
ibe received. 


2. ‘* Will you take boarders? That is, will you take my child if I 
pay a certain amount for its support?’’ 

Ans. No. If you can afford to pay for your child, you can easily 
find a home somewhere else for it. But it is not easy to find homes 
for children who have no one to pay for them. The Home is for 
children who cannot afford to pay. 


3. ‘How can I get a child admitted; ’’ 

Ans. Through a minister of ‘the Reformed Church. If you are 
interested in a child who needs a home, bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of your pastor. If, in his judgment, it is a deserving case, he 
‘and his consistory will make application for the admission of the 
child by using our regular application blank, and answerng all neces- 
sary questions. (Application blanks can be had by writing to the 
Superintendent of the Home.) 


4, ‘‘Can children be admitted who do not belong to the Reformed 
Church ?’” 

Ans. Yes, if there is room and meang to (provide for them. But as 
our support comes principally from the Reformed Church, thie chil- 
dren of this Ohurch naturally have the preference, and in recent 
years there have been so many poor children in the Reformed Chureh, 
who were in need of such a home, that no others have been admitted. 


5. ‘How long must a child remain in the Home?’’ 

“Ans. No longer than necessary, As soon ag a mother or relative 
ean give the child a proper home, it will be dismissed (with the 
endorsement of the pastor), except in the case of girls, who, after 
years of care and training, have reached the age of usefulness. If 
they stay until that age, then, as a rule, they stay in the Home untit 
they are eighteen years of age. 

In case a mother gets married again, it is expected that she will 
remove her children, and provide for them herself. 


6. ‘‘Can I get a good, strong, capable girl, about fourteen or six- 
-teen years of age, to live in my family?’’ 
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Ans. No. We sometimes place young girls out, but none over ten 
years of age. | 

7. ‘Can I get a little boy or girl to adopt into my family?’’ 

Ans. Our object is to reunite families where that is poss?ble. 
Where there are. prospects that a child may be taken back by its 
own mother, such a child will not be placed in a strange family, but 
where there are no such prospects, and; if a family can be suited, we 
are glad to place little children into good private homes. 


ANNUAL REPORT. The Father of the Fatherless has been our 
_ Refuge and our strength during another Bethany year As usual joy 
and sorrow were intermingled, but with abundant evidence that the 
Lord is mindful of His own and makes everything to work together 
for good to those who love Him. Tio Him be all the praise and 
glory. 

During more than three months we were quarantined an account 
of scarlet fever and had to have a trained nurse, Almost all the cases 
were very mild, and by the blessing of God upon the faithful mimni- 
stration of physician and nurse, all the sick ones were restored to 
health without any apparent after-effects such as often follow this 
disease. 


However, we had one death in the Home during the year. Freddie 
Bachus had been with us only a comparatively short time, and had 
never been altogether well. He became seriously ill but a few days 
before he passed away. His body was buried on the Home lot, 
where a simple granite stone with suitable inscription marks his 
grave in the Womelsdorf Cemetery. 

The Home suffered a great loss in the death of its faithful and 
efficient Treasurer, Christian G. Gross, He had served Bethany as 
Treasurer for thirty-eight years, succeeding his father, who had 
served in the same office twenty-five years. Both as a member of the 
Board of Managers and as Treasurer of the Hiome, Mr. Gross rendered 
remarkably acceptable service. He possessed the traits of character 
which combined to fit him to do the finest kind of work in the very 
best way. He was always concerned for the highest interests of all 
the children. While he carefully safe-guarded the money of the Home, 
and insisted on good housekeeping, he never hesitated to vote an 
appropriation to meet extra expenditures when the special needs of 
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the children required it. As Treasurer he was strictly reliable and 
always perfectly accurate. In his dealings with contributors to the 
Home the was always courteous. He inspired confidence and made 
friends both for himself and for the Institution. He is greatly 
missed by those who were associated with him in the business of the 
Home, and all rejoice in the fact that his son, Mr. Frederick S&S. 
Gross, was willing to assume the burden of the work, which his 
father had so long and faithfully performed. 

The support of the Home in the way of contributions and dona- 
tions continued to be very good throughout the year. It was only 
because of a few days’ delay in forwarding the money that 
prevented the offering of the latest Christmas season to be the largest 
in the history of the Home. There were also an unusual number of 
bequests, among them being a few that were larger than any ever 
received before, A'll this is very gratifying, the more so because it. 
enabled us to meet promptly all expenses occasioned by very neces- 
sary repairs and very desirable improvements. 

In the way of self-help to provide fior our needs, we had good sue- 
cess in every branch, of our productive industry. Our farm produced 
good crops, our orchard brought us almost 500 bushels of the very 
finest apples, which supplied us until late in the spring. Our dairy, 
piggery, and garden all made good returns, and the poultry did very 
well. All of this is set forth in detail by the following report of the 
farmer: 

Live Stock—Horses, 5; cows, 12; bull, 1; heifers, 6; calves, 2; pigs, 
30 (2 sows and 1 boar are registered O. I. C.); sheep, 17; hens, 200; 
chickens, 3850; ducks, 88. 

Products—Milk, 96,2731, lbs.; live stock sold, $84.06; live stock 
killed and used at Home—veal $88.00, pork $868.60, beef $154.50; 
wool sold, $21.20; eggs, 1598 dozen; duck eggs, 52 dozen; timothy 
and alfalfa mixed, 16 tons; clover, 20 tons; silage, 80 tons; wheat, - 
450 bushels; corn, 1100 bushels; potatoes, 1000 bushels; grapes, 1014 
bushels; peppers, 1 bushel; beets, 40 bushels; tomatoes, 49 bushels; 
shelled beans, 39 bushels; pod beans, 21 bushels; parsley, lly, bush- 
els; cucumbers, 20 bushels; winter onions, 2 bushels; plums, 514, bu.; 
pears, 48% bushels; apricots, 114 bushels; peaches, 6 bushels; car- 
rots, 10 bushels; apples, 700 bushels; sweet corn, 6500 ears; green 
onions, 500 dozen; cabbage, 800 heads; celery, 800 stalks; cider, 395 
gallons. 

The Catharine Moyer Memorial Cottage, whose erection was begun 
when last year’s report was written, is mow nearing completion. 
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It has been a time of ‘‘watchful waiting’’ all through the year. It 
should have been finished six months «go according to the terms of 
the contract. The delay was caused by conditions for which no one 
person was responsible. The only consolation is that the building is 
well constructed, beautiful to look at, and seemingly satisfactory in 
every respect. We hope to occupy it before this report will appear 
in print. Mr. Walter Moyer pcys $23,000.00 towards it. Extra feat- 
ures thought of after the contract had been given will run the cost 
up to about $25,000.00. A number of friends have asked for the 
privilege of furnishing the rooms, and others will probably do so 
when the building is completed. This cottage will enable us to care 
for a larger number of girls and to grade and classify them better 
in their ways of living. 

For a number of years our property was rendered unsightly by an 
adjoiming tract of woodland on which there were more than a hun- 
dred blight-killed chestnut trees. They disfigured the landscape and 
threatened to become dangerous to the children who played in that 
part of the woods. This state of affairs was brought to the attention 
of the owner, Mr. Frank Livingood, who graciously consented to our 
removing these dead trees, and accepting them as remuneration for 
our work. The trees have been taken away, and, for playground 
purposes, the tract is now a beautiful extension to our grounds, We 
have had the logs sawn into Jumber to be used in building purposes 
and for making temporary seats in our Anniversary grove. <A part 
of this lumber was used in erecting a large Machinery Hall for stor- 
ing our farm implements and other machinery, where it can be 
locked up and safely kept when not in use. Thus it serves a useful 
purpose and, at the same time, adds to the tidy appearance of our 
grounds. Much has been done within the last few years, in the way 
of removing ramshackle sheds and erecting serviceable and conven- 
ient structures, rat-proof and secure. Such things have an educa- 
tional value and cultivate a taste which will not tolerate ‘‘Peter 
Tumbledown’’ conditions and surroundings on the Bethany farm. 


The planning and construction of the Moyer Memorial Cottage 
with alll its modern improvements called our attention to the lack of 
eonveniences in Dietrich Cottage. We have tried to supply some 
of the needed things. We erected a large porch at the southwest cor- 
ner, with a cistern under one-half of it and a laundry under the other 
‘half. We put in a bath tub and reconstructed other parts of the 
bathroom. These improvements are now about finished and add 
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greatly to the appearance of the house and the comfort and Satisfac- 
tion of those who live in it. 

The Auxihary Associations, both in the Home and in neighboring 
eities, have continued active during the year. The Glee Club was 
hampered and hindered by the fact that quarantine conditions at the 
Home prevented its going out to fill appointments during the season 
when it usually had the most calls. It continued to practive and 
rendered good service in the Home. It is again ready for calls from 
the outside. The club hag undertaken to furnish the living room in 
Moyer Cottage, and has sufficient money in its treasury to carry out 
this purpose without running into debt. The Bethany Orphans’ 
Home Band has ‘h:d more calls during the summer than it could fill, 
either for its own good or for the good of the Home. Besides these 
outside services, it did much good by enlivening the life of the Home 
with frequent concerts on the Home grounds. The B, O. H. Guild of 
Reading was organized during the year and is paying for the pedestal 
and light in front of the Bausman Memorial Church, a much needed 
and greatly appreciated improvement for that part of the gnounds. 
The B. O. H. jLeague of Hain’s Church, which has done so mony 
special things in former years, continues to manifest its interest and 
helpfulness by furnishing one of the rooms in Moyer Gottage. The 
B. O. H. Circle of Allentown organized the former Bethany Orphans’ 
Home boys and girls in that vicinity, and has already sueceeded in 
procuring a flag-pole eighty-two feet high. It was dedicated July 4 
with appropriate ceremonies, conducted largely by members of the 
Circle. Other groups in other places have, no doubt, also been active, 
in a way which was perhaps jess conspicuous, though equally helpful, 
and just as much appreciated. 

We have had a sufficient number of loyal employees during the 
greater part of the year. While not all have equal merits and effi- 
ciency, they were, nevertheless, willing to do their best for the chil- 
dren and for the Home. This helped to create the wholesome atmos- 
phere which is needed to make life pleasant and effective. While it 
did not always produce the fullest measure of the results which we 
30 greatly desire, it at least exerted the power of a good example,. 
which means so much in the care and training wf children. 

Among the noteworthy improvements of the year we must not 
fail to mention the securing of a motor-driven coal elevator for trans- 
ferring the coal from the cars into our wagon bodies to be hauled 
to the Home. This improvement grew out of an article published in 
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the Reformed Church Messenger about two years ago. That. article 
was read by a friend, who took it to heart and at once began helping 
to plan for a better way than hand labor to unload coal. Much 
thought was given it. The first plan was to dump the coal from 
the carg into a bin under the track, from which it was to run by 
gravity into the wagon bodies. Being found impracticable, this plan 
was abandoned and the idea of an elevator was substituted. Mr. 
W. B Smith, of Philadelphia, interested himself in the matter and 
with the cordial approval of the Superintendent, he undertook te 
interest a sufficient. number of friends of the Home, so that their 
total subscriptions were suficient to purchase, install and pay for the 
elevator, with enough money ileft over to buy a second-hand dump 
wagon. With this equipment we are now able to fill our bins without 
the heavy hand labor and the aching backs which were inevitable 
heretofore. . 


~The number of children in the Home is now larger than ever before, 
We have been overcrowded all the year, and had to deny admission 
for want of room. We did the best we could under the circumstances 
and whatever was done in the way of routine or the way of improv- 
ing and enlarging the property was all done for the sake of the chil- 
dren. For them the Home was founded and for their interest the 
work is carried fiorward. Our constant inquiry has been, ‘‘Is it well 
with the child?’’ And our constant endeavor has been to make it 
better for the children. To this end we invite your continued ¢o- 
operation with your prayers, your contributions and your earnest 
labors. For whatever measure of success may crown our united 
efforts, we give the glory to Almighty God. 


PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. My medical report of the Home will be 

brief, as it can only be a repetition of former years. The health of 

the Home was exceptionally good. Colds, a number of appendicito- 

ries, a routine of fractures, cuts and bruises, chicken pox and a few 
cases of pneumonia include about all that is interesting to report.
